KENT, Ohio (AP)-The Kent State University 
Faculty Senate and two student organizations 
called today for a federal grand jury investigation of 
disorders at the university last May 1-4 in which four 
students were killed and nine wounded in a 
confrontation with the Ohio National Guard 

The appeal was made at about the time another two 
persons were served with indictments returned last 
week by a special state grand jury which investigated 
the disorders. Four indictments were served Monday. 

Latest to turn themselves in to the Portage County 
sheriff were a 19-year-old former Kent student and a 
man who never attended Kent State.

Cobweb- brains dig

The idea of fighting for survival 
on a primeval, day-to-day basis is 
unpleasant to most residents of 
what is generally called the 
civilized world. Add to that the 
prospect of inevitable worldwide 
famine and the idea becomes 
Jownright repugnant, stripped of 
all its Swiss Family Robinson 
romanticism. That is what Cornell 
Wilde, preducer-director of No 
Blade of Cress, presents to his 
audience, anc the implicit horror 
of the situation accounts for 
much of the film’s success. 

in No Blade of Grass we see the 
gradual, subtle deterioration of 
the characters’ civilized stability 
as savagery, tribal rule, and 
self-preservation become the 
requisites of mere existence. In 
the final sequence, the protagonist 
finds himself leading his ragged, 
frightened band in an assault 
against his own brother and his 
followers. Fhe victory, by the end 


of the film, is dubious at best, 
buying only a f months or, at 
the most, a year, and the end 


frame turns a cold, sterile negative 

as hopelessness becomes a 

condition of daily life

constantly reminded of the ugly, 
polluted world 


in which the

protagonist and his family are 
travelling. Streams and rivers are 
tinted a neutral grey or a sickly 
reddish-brown; the sky, even away 
from the cities, is murky and 
oppressive, the countryside is 
spotted with the carcasses of 
sheep, dogs and birds; nowhere is 
there an uncontaminated stretch 
of ground. 

It is amid this desolate landscape 
that the Custance family of No 
Blade of Grass make their 
desperate, pathetic odyssey to 
their farm in the north country. 
What begins almost as a genial 
family vacation spirals down as 
the mother and daughter are 
raped, the family later ambushed 
and relieved of their automobiles 
and most of their belongings, and 
eventually left trudging on foot to 
their destination and the fatal 
confrontation with the 
protagonist’s brother. 

The pilgrimage is a bleak, bitter 
one for tne Custances. Every day 
they see more and more 
anarchy~-including an army unit 
mutinying in the field. They have 
no friends, only allies, and 
precious few of those. Quarrels 
develop over trivialities and 
relationships become strained. 

It is to Wilde’s credit that No 
Blade of Grass w‘iaintains a 
delicate balance between the 
horror of the Custance’s situation 
and the horror of the conditions 
that created it. There is a constant 
rhythmic juxtaposition of the 
disintegrating environment against 
the family’s growing despair. The 
film is so immaculately edited 
that the spiritual and geographical 
desolation reach their climax at 
almost the same time. What Wilde 


wanted was neither a Robinson 
Crusoe adventure nor a 
documentary on the perils of 
pollution. The subject is one 
about which he feels very 
strongly, and he never allows his 
audience the luxury of 


Custance (Nigel Davenport) is just 
a bit too stuffy and self-important 
to be the sort of self-sacrificing 
leader he doubtless sees himself 
as, while the empty, mundane 
moralizing of his wife (Jean 
Wallace, Mrs. Cornell Wiide) is a 
constant irritant. Despite some of 
the trite dialogue they are given to 
say (Wilde wrote the screen 
adaptation of the John 
Christopher novel, but received no 
credit for the screenplay) the 
Custances are real people, with 
quirks, pettinesses and prejudices, 
and the audience is led to care for 
them very much. 

Cornell Wilde is a consummate, 
economical craftsman, and even in 
the pre-release print fhat I say 
there is little extraneous. or 
expendable footage. His images 
are blunt and uncomplicated but 
never static and always 
interesting. It is in scenes of 
extended dialogue that he is least 
comfortable, and in No Blade of 
Grass such scenes are few. In 
scenes that depend upon 
accumulated detail for their 
effect—such as the gang rape and 
the battle with the motorcycle 
hoods—his instinctive timing is 
impeccable. Wilde worked seven 
days a week for ten months on No 
Blade of Grass and the finished 
product reflects the care and 
devotion that such a period of 
gestation implies 

There is no emotionalism in this 
film, but the emotional impact of 
the film is undeniable. With cold, 
reasonable logic, Wilde paints a 
picture of an unpleasant future 
that anyone can see but no one 
really wished to think about. By 
avoiding hysterical sermonizing, 
and with the inevitability of 
Greek tragedy, Ne Blade of Grass 
envelops the eudience in the 
hopeless despair of constant 
struggle against a terrifying, 
inexorable fate 


daydreaming themselves into the @@

is too frightening, and too 
immediate, to be an enviable one. 


It is further to Wilde’s credit that 


none of his characters are truly 
sympathetic, and only one of 
them is openly villainous.
